T here 
is always room for more companies if 
started by people of long, successful 
experience in the business and backed 
by sufficient capital, but when peo­ 
ple intrust themselves to new in su r­ 
ance com panies run by a m a te u rs or 
m en whose past record does not in­ 
spire confidence th ere are generally 
reasons which prevent the wasting of 
m u ch sym pathy upon them. 
Some investors are 
allured 
by 
prom ises of large re tu r n s which none 
of the older companies will 
offer. 
Thev a re aw are of the risk they are 
running, but are willing to take the 
chances. 
O th er policyholders are of 
advanced age or for other r e a y n s are 
refused insurance in established com ­ 
panies. but find the new companies 
willing to acept them. 
Both of these 
classes hope th at their policies will 
be am ong the first to be paid, before 
the com pany fails. They are taking a 
g a m b le r’s desperate chance. 
The m o­ 
tive may be in itself wholly praise- 
worthv, to leave 
a 
competency 
to 
th eir families, but their course of ac­ 
tion is not w orthy of reasonable peo­ 
ple. 
T here a re alw*ays some genuine vic­ 
tim s of these companies, who deserve 
m ore sy m pathy th an those who go in 
with their eyes open. 
These

by 
personal 
friends in w hom they have 
confi- 


superlor cunning of plausible talkers. 
To protect these people from the re­ 
sults of their ignorance and the o th ­ 
ers from the results of th eir u n re a ­ 
sonableness the state is on the alert. 
The state exa m ine r has cut short the 
career of the M arquette company be­ 
fore great h arm was done and as 
soon as he felt sure of his ground. 
T here seems to be a defect in the 
law. in th at it is necessary to wait 
until th e co m p a n y foredoomed to fail­ 
ure has run its course before the state 
m ay interfere.
